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Northeast 
paralyzed 


by snowfall

NEW YORK (UPI) — The worst north­ 
eastern snowstorm in eight years struck 
planes, trains, buses, taxis and millions 
of persons today. President Nixon took 
one look at the Washington weather map 
and stayed in Florida an extra day. 
The U.S. Weather Bureau said weather 
conditions should improve later today in 
the northeast. But there will be some 
lingering snow flurries and widespread 
drifting by gusting winds. And much dig­ 
ging out. 


In New York City’s Central Park the 
Weather Bureau reported 15 inches of 
snow at 1 a.m. Other areas of the New 
York area had 16 to 20 inches. 
This was the greatest accumulation 
since the snowstorm of Feb. 3, 1961, 
which dumped 17.4 inches on the city. 
But it was not as great as the storm of 
Dec. 27, 1947, when 25.8 inches blanket- 
ed the city. At least four persons were 
killed in traffic accidents — one in 
Brooklyn, borough of New York City, one 
in Boston and two in eastern Pennsyl­ 
vania. A storm-related bus accident in 
New York City injured 11, one of them 
seriously enough to be hospitalized. 
A massive power failure struck the 
Boston metropolitan area. 
P resident Nixon decided to spend an ex­ 
tra day in sunny Key Biscayne, Fla., 
missing a Washington meeting of the Ur* 
ban Affairs Council. 


An airline spokesman at New York 
City’s John F. Kennedy International 
Airport estimated 6,000 persons were 
stranded there, unable to fly because of 
runways clogged by snow and ice. They 
also were unable to travel back into the 
city because of roads made impassable 
by drifting snow. 
“ Things are looking pretty grim right 
now,*' the spokesman said. We’ve been 
told that most of the restaurants are 
out of food. People are lying around on 
benches trying to sleep, or just wander­ 
ing around aimlessly staring out the 
windows.’’ 
Some airlines issued food and blan- 
kets to the stranded passengers — many 
of them children — and even opened up 
some of the airplanes to show movies. 
/ ‘This is one hell of a mess,” said 
Bob Cullen, a supervisor for Mohawk 
Airlines at JFK. 
“They’re sleeping everywhere — on 
conveyor belts, tables, desk and counter 
tops, on the floor, on the baggage plat­ 
forms, wherever there’s any space.’’ 
Burglars ransack

Burglars hit the Elks Lodge, Golden 
Cue Billiard Parlor and three other busi- 
nesses in scattered locations in Lom­ 
poc, last night, police reported today. 
An estimated $700 in cash plus a coin 
collection valued at nearly $1,000 was 
stolen from the billard parlor at 118 
N. I St., according to Dave Pasquale, 
owner. Some of the money came from a 
safe, some came from soft drink ma­ 
chines and a petty cash fund, Pasquale 
told the Record. A box of cue repair 
parts and tools was also stolen and 
later found at the scene of another of 
the burglaries, he said. 
The burglars broke into the Elks Lodge 
at 116 N. 1 St., but failed to crack the 
lodge’s safe, according to a spokes­ 
man. The safe was heavily damaged in 
the attempt and could not be opened to 
day, the spokesman said. An undeter­ 
mined, but reportedly small amount of 
cash was stolen from the cash regis­ 
ter and from a cigarette dispensing ma- 
chine and record player. 
Burglars stole about $160 in cash and 
a radio from Lompoc Motors, Inc., 
200 N. H St., according to Glenn Sapp, 
president of the corporation. The money 
came from a safe. A soft drink machine 
was nearly destroyed, according to Sapp. 
An estimated $20 to $25 in petty cash 
was stolen by burglars from Smith Elec- 
trie Service Co., at 127 S. I St., accord- 
ing to a spokesman. Nothing else was 
apparently taken. The spokesman said 
the rear door was smashed by the burg­ 
lars in order to gain entry to the com­ 
pany’s building. 
Burglars broke into Jim’s Mobile Serv­ 
ice Station, 1500 E. Ocean Ave., but ap­ 
parently got nothing for their efforts. 
A spokesman reported the company’s 
safe sits near the front window and prov­ 
ed impregnable to jimmying. Valuable 
tires, batteries and other automotive 
supplies were apparently untouched.

North Vietnam delegates 
fly home for conference 


PARIS (UPI) — The key member of 
North Vietnam’s delegation to the Viet­ 
nam peace conference flew home to Hanoi 
today amidst speculation he was carrying 
secret American proposals to break the 
deadlock talks. 
Lee Due Tho, the seventh-ranked Hanoi 
politburo member who is considered the 
real power in its delegation here, left 
Paris’s Le Bourget airport on a Soviet 
Aeroflot flight. He will stop in Moscow 
and Peking before arriving in Hanoi. 
Tho sought to still speculation about 
the importance of his trip and told news­ 
men at the airport the visits were “ rou- 
tine.” 
Political observers noted that each 
time Tho had returned to Paris since the 
talks on Vietnam opened last May, there

had been perceptible shifts in Hanoi’s 
stand. 
His departure follows the confirmation 
last week that North Vietnam and the 
United States are in secret contact out­ 
side the framework of the much-publiciz­ 
ed four-party conference. 
The white-haired Vietnamese diplomat 
expressed pessimism, however, about 
the current talks. 
Asked whether he thought there had 
been any progress in the first three ses­ 
sions of the full-scale negoiiations, Tho 
replied bluntly “ no.” 
“ President Richard M. Nixon is follow­ 
ing the same policy as his predecessor, 
Lyndon Johnson,” he said. “ Therefore, 
there has been no progress.” 
Tho added that for movement in the 
talks, the United States must withdraw 
its troops from South Vietnam. 
He was seen off at the airport by his 
delegation, headed by Minister of State 
Xuan Thuy, members of the National 
Liberation Front delegation including 
deputy leader Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, 
and Soviet ambassador to Paris, Valer­ 
ian Zorin. 


County Supervisor George H. Clyde 
today (Monday) asked the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors to request that all drilling for 
oil in the Santa Barbara Channel be 
permanently stopped. 
This is in line with a request bv 
Congressman Charles M. Teague, R., of 
Ojai, to Interior Secretary Walter H. 
Hickel, said Clyde. 
However, North County Supervisors 
were successful late this morning in 
blocking introduction of a resolution be­ 
fore the Board of Supervisors which 
calls for permanent cessation of all oil 
drilling in Federal waters in the Santa 
Barbara channel. 
The 3-2 vote in favor of delay of dis­ 
cussion of and action on the proDOsed 
resolution by Supervisor George Clyde 
was preceded by sharp words exchanged 
between Clyde and Supervisor Curtis 
Tunnel of Santa Maria. Tunnel support­ 
ed the proposal of Chairman Francis H. 
Beattie of Lompoc to delay consideration 
of the resolution until this afternoon. 
Beattie said this procedure is usual with 
after-agenda items such as this. Super­ 
visor Joe J. Callahan of Santa Barbara 
went along with the north county super­ 
visors but some persons say they heard 
him say he felt the resolution didn’t go 
far enough. 
Both Beattie and Tunnel said they had 
not had time to see the resolution and 
did not know that it was coming up on to 
day’s agenda. However, Clyde pointed 
out that he had phoned the wives of both 
last weekend to alert their husbands to 
the fact that it was coming up. The board 
adjourned at 11 a.m. after finishing the 
morning agenda and then went into execu­ 
tive session with County Counsel George 
Kading to discuss litigation possible for 
the county to take as a result of damages 
from the oil eruption. 
Clyde asked fellow supervisors to sup­ 
port a permanent drilling ban in Fed­ 
eral submerged lands while making his 
report on testimony he gave last week 
before the Senate subcommittee on air 
and water pollution. 
Earlier, the supervisors had adopted a 
resolution asking for a halt to drilling 
until a complete réévaluation of the Fed­ 
eral leasing program be made and strong­ 
er controls set. 
Cut Clyde said today he feels it is 
“abundantly clear that further develop­ 
ment of the Federal waters and main­ 
taining the present environment of the 
county are not and never can be compati­ 
ble.” 
His statement given to the supervisors 
today is as follows: 
On February 5, 1969 Congressman 
Charles M. Teague wrote, in part, as 
follows, to Secretary of the Interior 
Waitei W Hickel: 


“It is my studied opinion that all dril­ 
ling for oil in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel should be immediately and “perman­ 
ently” stopped no matter what the mone­ 
tary cost to the Federal government may 
be.” 
I believe that the Board of Supervi­ 
sors should now adopt a similar stand. 
When the Federal government in 1966 
first indicated that it would soon lease 
off Santa Barbara Channel there were 
many who believed we should take a stand 
absolutely opposed to any such develop­ 
ment. It became apparent to us, how­ 
ever, that these areas were going to be 
leased regardless of what stand we took. 
Therefore, the County Supervisors unan­ 
imously and officially took the position 
that we should attempt to get limitations 
on the areas to be leased and strict 
restrictions on the type of development. 
Despite our strongest efforts we met 
with only modest success — the buffer 
zone off the State Sanctuary being our 


only real accomplishment. Perhaps we 
were mistaken in our approach — per­ 
haps we would have been better off to 
oppose any development. That, however, 
is now past history. 
Today I think it is abundantly clear 
that further development of the Federal 
waters and maintaining the present en­ 
vironment of the County are not and 
never can be compatible It must in­ 
evitably be one or the other 


We have used such terms as “val­ 
id assurances” or “valid guarantees” 
against spills in connection with future 
drilling. As reasonable men we know 
now, and should have known before, 
that such assurances or guarantees can­ 
not be given. No matter what studies 
are done, and no matter what measures 
are taken, you can not guarantee against 
a spill of major proportions again oc­ 
curring.

Clean-up crews attack 
miles of oil stained beach 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Clean up crews today attacked 30 miles of 
oil stained beaches with live steam and 
straw. An 800-square-mile oil slick float­ 
ed ominously offshore. 
The vast slick from a 12-day undersea 
oil well leak was breaking up into hurv 
dred-yard-wide globs, but a combination 
of winds and ocean currents kept it near­ 
ly stationary off the coast. 
In one of the biggest cleanup jobs in 
California history, 1,500 men toiled to 
restore the blackened sand and the rocks 
banded by a black strip from the low to 
high water mark. 
The steam was used by Union Oil Co. 
men to clean the boulders forming the 
breakwater to Santa Barbara Harbor 
where 700 small craft were smudged by 
the scum. 
A bright orange steam cleaning unit 
supplied steam to the men who played it 
over the rocks, one by one. “ It may take 
quite a while,” said one crewman, look­ 
ing out over the hundreds of rocks. More 
than 600 tons of straw, which can soak 
up to five times its weight in oil, has been 
spread on beaches and in harbors in San­ 
ta Barbara alone. Some parking lots 
near the beaches resembled stockyards 
with bales of straw ready for use. 


Union 
Oil 
managed 
to seal its 
offshore well with cement and drilling 
mud Friday night after more than 230,- 
000 gallons of crude boiled up from fis­ 
sures on the ocean floor. 
Paul de Faloo, regional director of 
the Federal Air and Water Pollution 
Control Administration, was in charge of 
the clean up operation. 
“ The cleanup will proceed on a prior­ 
ity basis,” he said. 
“ Public beaches will be first and 
private ones will be done later. But some 
areas along the cliffs will be impossible 
to clean. 
“ We expect to use about 50 men per 
mile of beach. It will take them, we esti­ 
mate, about three days to clean up a 
beach.” 
However, the battle could go on much 
longer if more blobs of the crude oil are 
pushed ashore by the winds. 
Spokesmen for an organization calling 
itselt Get Oil Out (GOO) said Sunday night 
nearly 30 per cent of the residents of 
Santa Barbara County had signed a peti­ 
tion calling for an end to all offshore 
drilling operations in the area. The 
spokesman said that 40,000 of the corn* 
try’s 120,000 residents has signed the 
petitions. 
White House reaffirms 
Ag preserves to highliqht 
Nixons W. Berlin trip 
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planning commission agenda 


The Lompoc Planning Commission will 
again focus its attention on the problem 
of the agricultural preserves when it 
meets tonight in City Hall. 
The ag preserve law has been receiving 
increasing attention of late by members 
of the County Planning Commission. The 
county body has been beseiged by re­ 
quest which would place thousands of 
acres under the law’s protective tax 
umbrella. 
Sol Lefkowitz, a city planner, prev­ 
iously described the program as a “ Fran­ 
kenstein monster.” At the same meeting, 
held Jan. 27, William Cook, chief aj> 
praiser for the county assessor's office, 
said the $605,000,000 county tax roll 
could be reduced by $30 million over the 
ne/x five years as a result of the preserve 
program. 
“ The magnitude of the program is get­ 
ting frightening,” Cook declared. 
Herbert Divelbiss, assistant county 
planning director, said that 150,000 to 
200,000 acres of county land are now in 
the process of gaining agricultural pre­ 
serve status and that about 300,000 
acres might eventually enter the pro­ 
gram. 
Clint Sherrod, city planning director, 
said Friday that the city will probably 
propose eventually that the agricultural 
preserve program be limited to “prime 
agricultural land,” not grazing acreage. 
The planning director said he hopes 
the commission will recommend the city 
council advance this proposal to the 
county board of supervisors. 


The city planning commission recently 
opposed the entry of the Robert Hib- 
bitts property just east of the Santa 
Ynez River Into the preserve program. 
It was argued by the city that the prop­ 
erty was prime acreage for urban de­ 
velopment. Under the preserve program 
the property must be used for agricul­ 
tural use only. By honoring the agree­ 
ment, the property owner realizes a tax 
benefit by having the property assessed 
as agricultural only regardless of sur­ 
rounding deveioDment. 


Sherrod said that he expects the plan­ 
ning commission’s study on the subject 
to continue for several months. At the 
conclusion, recommendations will be 
made to the city council t9 be passed 
on to the county board of supervisors. 
Other commission agenda items to­ 
morrow include: 


Study of swimming pool regulations, 
referred to the commission by the city 
council. 
A public hearing on a petition by 
William and Mary Harris to rezone 2.05 
acres of unimproved land at the north, 
west corner of North Ave. and A St. 
from P-D planned development to CJC 
convenience center 


And a letter from Michael Hawkins 
requesting an interpretation by the com­ 
mission as to whether or not an auto 
repair garage is a permitted use in the 
C-2-R commercial zone subject to a use 
permit.

KEY BISCAYNE, Fla., (UPI) - The 
White House today reaffirmed President 
Nixon’s intention to visit West Berlin 
later this month despite East German 
plans to limit land access routes to the 
city In connection with the upcoming 
West German presidential election. 
As the president prepared to return 
to Washington during this afternoon his 
press secretary, Ronald Ziegler, said 
Russian and other comments critical 
of Nixon’s trip plans would not, at least 
at this point, deter the chief executive. 
Responding to a question about the So­ 
viet government 
newspaper 
Izvestia 
statement that Nixon’s scheduled Feb. 27 
visit to West Berlin would “further 
complicate” the situation posed by the 
partial blockade, Ziegler said “The 
President will make the trip to West 
Berlin as the plan stands now.” 
Ziegler said the president also “ful­ 
ly supported” a statement In Bonn issu­ 
ed today by three allied powers saying 
they did not respect the right of East 
Germany to restrict land access to West 
Berlin 


The Chief Executive has been here 
since late Friday, spending much of his 
time In informal conferences with Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Rogers and 
Dr. Henry A 
Kissinger of the White 
House staff. He planned, shortly after 
his return to the White House tonight, 
to entertain at a black-tie stag dinner for 
Robert Gordon Menzies, former Aus­ 
tralian prime minister. 


The Urban Affairs Council meeting 
set for the White House at 10 a.m. 
Monday was rescheduled for Wednesday. 
Eastern weather prevented some of the 
participants from getting to Washington 
today, Including Gov Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller of New York. Nixon would have 
missed the meeting had it been held 
according to original schedule.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Hint­ 
ing at inside knowledge, top 
officials of the conservative 
United Republicans of Califor­ 
nia voted Sunday to demand 
Roger W. Heyns’s ouster as 
Chancellor of the University of 
California. 
Kenneth Steadman of Fre­ 
mont, a district governor of the 
GOP volunteer group, said he 
had information from a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Regents 
that made the resolution consist 
of “ more than meets the eye.” 
He said Heyns, chancellor at 
the Berkeley campus, was re­ 
sponsible 
for 
“ this 
whole 
mess” of recent student-police 
confrontations 
that 
led Gov. 
Ronald Reagan to declare a state 
of “ extreme emergency” at 
Berkeley. 
Steadman’s statements were 
taken as <k hint that the Regents 
may be preparing to fire Heyns. 
A resolution adopted by a split 
vote of the UROC board of di­ 
rectors commended 
Alameda 
County Sheriff Frank I. Madi- 
gan 
and 
blamed the recent 
crisis on the “ cumulative mis- 
administration” of Heyns. 
“ It is becoming increasingly 
apparent to the general public 
that what the chancellor says 
and what the chancellor does 
are totally unrelated,” the reso­ 
lution said without further ex­ 
plantation. 
One delegate authored a reso­ 
lution which 
was 
ultimately 
sent to the UROC education 
committee for clarification, to 
put the 9,000-member GOP vol­ 
unteer group on record seeking 
a statewide “ initiative petition” 
on 
the 
whole 
problem 
of 
campus strife. 
The delegate, identified as a 
Joseph McCarthy, said the in­ 
itiative could take the form of 
removing the entire UC Board 
of Regents and State College 
Board of Trustees and leaving 
their replacements up to Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
The resolution looked to the 
plan as a means to “ perma­ 
nently eliminate the problem (of 
campus strife) and those re­ 
sponsible for it.” However, the 
resolution was shunted aside 
when Assemblyman E. Richard 
Barnes, who authored a 1966 
anti - pornography 
initiative, 
said there was no provision in 
state law for an “ initiative pe­ 
tition.” 
The delegates, however, ap­ 
proved a resolution seeking a 
resumption of an investigation 
of student disorders by the State 
Senate Subcommittee 
on Un- 
American Activities, which is­ 
sued one report in 1965 on the 
1964 “ free speech” movement. 
The Senate 
subcommittee, 
headed by Senate leader Hugh 
M. Burns, issued no report at 
all in 1968 and there has been 
speculation it may have been 
quietly dissloved. 
The directors also passed res­ 
olutions to: 
—Ask a Congressional investi­ 
gation of procedures of the De- 
partment of Defense that al­ 
lowed North Korea to seize the 
intelligence ship USS Pueblo and 
capture its 83-member crew. 
Tfie crew was returned from 
captivity in December. 
-—Ask President Nixon to per­ 
sonally review the controver­ 
sial Otto Otopka security case 
involving the State Department. 
One delegate charged Nixon al­ 
ready had reappointed “ some of 
the same communist leaning of­ 
ficers” to the State Department. 
—4sk the United States to cut 
off trade with countries which 
trade with Vietnam. The dele­ 
gates killed a resolution seeking 
to punish nations which have 
granted recognition to North 
Vietnam by denying U.S. citi­ 
zens visas for travel in those 
nations. It named Sweden, Ja- 
pan and Great Britain. 
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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Law- 
makers begin their sixth week 
of deliberations today with Elec­ 
toral College changes, a $2 mil­ 
lion appropriation to help state 
colleges handle an influx of stu­ 
dents and San Francisco’s tran­ 
sit troubles high on the week’s 
agenda. 
The Assembly Rules Commit­ 
tee is scheduled to take up at 
its Tuesday meeting a resolu­ 
tion by Assemblyman Jess M. 
Unruh, D - Inglewood, urging 
Congress to abolish the Elec­ 
toral College. 
The minority leader’s resolu­ 
tion to Congress urges it to sub­ 
mit to the states for ratifica­ 
tion a constitutional amendment 
repealing the Electoral College. 
It would call for direct election 
of the president and vice presi­ 
dent by national popular vote. 
Unruh has pointed out that 
the three-way 1968 presidential 
election could have been thrown 
into the House of Representa­ 
tives had one major state like 
California gone to Democratic 
contender Hubert H. Humphrey 
instead of President Nixon. 
The Legislature also has be­ 
fore it a rival resolution au­ 
thored by Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley, R-San Rafael, 
that would reform the electoral 
system but not abolish it. 
Bagley’s proposal to Congress 
is that electors be abolished but 
each state retain its quota of 
electoral votes. The electoral 
vote would be bound to the can­ 
didate who received a popular 
vote majority in the state. 
Bagley said direct popular 
election of a president and vice 
president would encourage bloc 
voting and bossism and promote 
formation of splinter parties. 
The San Rafael Republican is 
expected to be named chairman 
of the Revenue and Taxation 
Committee when its present 
chairman, Assemblyman John 
G Veneman, R - Modesto, re­ 
signs to become Undersecre­ 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


Venemen’s departure will cost 
the GOP its working margin in 
the lower house where it will 
have 40 seats to 39 for the 
Democrats with a minimum of 
41 votes needed to pass legis­ 
lation. 
In addition to possible loss of 
control of the Assembly, Gov.

Gabby Hayes, famous 
cowboy sidekick, dies

HOLLYWOOD (UPI)-Gabby 
Hayes, the cantankerous char­ 
acter 
actor who played the 
“ durn tootin’’ sidekick to Hopa- 
long Cassidy and Roy Rogers, 
died Sunday at the age of 83. 
He 
was 
admitted 
to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital a week ago 
for 
treatment 
of 
a 
heart 
ailment. Funeral services will 
be private. 
Hayes usually appeared 
westerns as an irascible 
lovable character dressed 
baggy pants, a plaid shirt and a 
floppy hat with its brim held up 
in front by a huge safety pin. 
The bewhiskered Hayes ap­ 
peared in 174 motion picutres, 
including most of the Hopalong 
Cassidy 
films 
as 
“ Windy 
Halliday” (“ Yur durn tootin', 
Hoppy!” ) and later the Roy 
Rogers 
series 
of 
musical 
westerns. 
He grew his beard in 1929 and 
shaved it off only once, in 1939, 
when he had four months off. 
“ But my housekeeper saw me 
without it and was scared to 
death,” Hayes once joked. “ I 
looked in the mirror and it sure 
scared me too. I never shaved 
it again. 
George Francis Hayes was 
born a tenderfoot in Wellsville, 
N.Y., May 7, 1885. He played 
semi-pro baseball during high 
school but ran away from home 
at 17 to join a stock company. 
His first movie role came in 
1929 as a trapeze artist in 
“ Rainbow Man.” Harry Sher­ 
man, producer of the Hopalong 
series, signed him to create the 


role 
of 
Windy. 
He 
played 
similar parts in “ Smiling Irish 
Eyes,” 
“ Winner Take All,” 
“ Mr. Deeds Goes to Town,” and 
“ The Plainsman.” 
Although Hayes strove for a 
studied 
shabbiness on 
the 
screen, he was known as one of 
Hollywood's most tasteful dres­ 
sers and an authority on wines 
and food. 
An 
avid 
baseball fan, he 
regularly attended the World 
Series and sometimes listened 
to 
two games on 
separate 
radios at the same time. 
Hayes was semi-retired since 
he completed a television ser­ 
ies based on dramatizations of 
American history in 1953. he 
lived 
alone 
in 
a 
10-unit 
apartment building he owned in 
suburban North Hollywood. 
He made rare appearances at 
state fairs, greeting the crowd 
and tipping his hat, and did 
some fishing and hunting. His 
wife, actress Dorothy Earle, 
died in 1957. They had been 
married 45 years. 
During the early days of 
television, when the Hopalong 
movies enthralled new genera­ 
tions of youngsters, Hayes was 
in constant demand for western 
roles. But he turned most of 
them down. 
“ I won’t do any more,” he 
said then, “ most of them aren’t 
my type—I mean full of action. 
A lot of the new boys are 
ludicrous. They don’t even know 
how to get on a horse. I didn't 
know it either, at first. But I 
learned.”

Sierra Club 
acts on 
pollution 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Sierra Club, embroiled in 
a bitter internal dispute, ended 
a two-day meeting Sunday with 
a call for a halt to all offshore 
oil operations. 
The conservationist organiza­ 
tion urged a “ thorough investi­ 
gation” by state and congres­ 
sional authorities of the huge 
oil slick off southern California. 
The resolution passed by the 
club demanded a moratorium 
on the drilling “ until assur­ 
ances can be given that no repe­ 
tition 
of the Santa Barbara 
channel disaster can occur.” 
In other action Sunday, the 
club gave its support to the 
proposed Rio Grande National 
Historical Park in New Mexico 
and opposed construction of the 
Ben Franklin Dam in Washing­ 
ton and the Lompoc Narrows 
Dams in northern Santa Barba­ 
ra County. 
A 1969 budget of $2.8 million 
was also approved by the club’s 
board of directors. The budget 
in 1968 was $2.7 million. 
On Saturday the directors ap­ 
proved suspension of executive 
director David Brower's spend­ 
ing power. 
They then gave Brower, 56, a 
two - month leave of absence 
from his $25,000 a year post so 
he could campaign for a posi­ 
tion on the board of directors. 
Brower, who led the club's re­ 
cent successful fights for aRei> 
wood National Park and against 
construction of dams in the 
Grand Canyon, wants to expand 
the organization’s concerns to 
include all environmental pollix- 
tion in the world. 
His opponents, led by nature 
photographer 
Ansel 
Adams, 
want to curb the club's book 
publishing efforts and concen­ 
trate on U.S. conser vat ion prob­ 
lems. 


First flight cut short 
of new jumbo airliner

Pueblo inquiry becomes 
approval of conduct 


CORONADO, 
Calif. (UPI)— 
The Navy courty of inquiry into 
the seizure of the USS Pueblo is 
becoming a chorus of approval 
for the conduct of Cmdr. Lloyd 
M. Bucher as his men are 
called to testify. 
More of the Pueblo’s enlisted 
men were testifying today as 
the investigation by five admir­ 
als began its fourth week. 
Bucher’s decision to surrend­ 
er the intelligence ship to North 
Korean gunboats without a fight 
probably saved the lives of the 
men aboard, and now they are 
paying their skipper back, a 
court observer said. 
Even Gunner’s Mate Kenneth 
Wadley, 30, Beaverton, Ore., 
who said Friday he thought it 
was 
“ strange” 
he was not 
ordered to unlimher one of the 
two 50 caliber machineguns, 
said he could not have survived 
had he fired on the Commu­ 
nists. 
Since the inquiry opened Jan. 
20, the crew from the executive 
officer on down have supported 
Bucher’s actions. One member 
of the crew, with tears in his 
eyes, said he would follow his 
skipper anywhere. 
E. Miles Harvey, Bucher’s 
civilian attorney, said the skip­ 
per would be recalled to testify 
at the end of the inquiry to 
“ tie up any loose ends.” Har­ 
vey also said he would summon 
high officials to testify if it was 
necessary to clear Bucher’s 
name. 
Time Magazine said in this 
week’s 
edition that 
former 
President Johnson 
personally 
halted a plan to recapture the 
Pueblo because, “ I don’t want 
another war.” 
Navy officers who were on 
the staff of the commander in 
chief, Pacific fleet, when the 
Pueblo was seized Jan. 23,1968, 
have testified at the inquiry 
that there was such a plan but 
it failed to receive the go-ahead 
from higher up.

The court of inquiry does not 
Golden Gate bridge 
claims new siiicide 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
A Hollywood man, who told a 
California Highway Patrol offi­ 
cer he was just waiting for his 
children at the south tower of 
the Golden Gate Bridge, is the 
span’s 359th known suicide. 


The victim, Sam Rosenberg, 
about 50, spent an hour stand­ 
ing on a bridge sidewalk Satur­ 
day looking out over the Bay. 
When a suspicious patrolman 
stopped to question Rosenberg’s 
intentions, the man said that he 
had been walking across the 
bridge with his children but be­ 
came tired and decided to wait 
for their return. 


About a half hour later, Ros­ 
enberg calmly removed his hat 
and coat, climbed up on the 
east railing and dropped 200 
feet to his death while a teen- 
aged bike rider watched.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
bus company took it on the chin 
when an arbitrator ruled that

speech extended to just below 
his mouth. 
The whole matter arose just 
over

year ago when the 
Southern California Rapid Tran­ 
sit District dismissed Donald 
Oliver for sporting a small, 
neatly trimmed beard. 
The SCRTD 
said it was 
against regulations and that the 
35-year-old driver was simply 
“ rebelling against the order of 
things.” 
Not so, said Oliver, maintain­ 
ing he didn’t want to shave be­ 
cause of a skin condition. 
Oliver appealed for help in 
getting his job back to his un­ 
ion, the AFL - CIO Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen, and the 
dispute escalated quickly into a 
constitutional question. 
When Oliver was still not re- 
hired, a private arbitrator was 
called in. 
The arbitrator, Melvin Len- 
nard, released his ruling Sun­ 
day with a confession that he 
had his own “ personalaversion 
to most beards.” 
Nevertheless, Lennard ruled 
the SCRTI/s prohibition against 
beards was “ unreasonable and 
contravenes the limitations set 
forth 
in the first and 14th 
amendments to the U.S. Consti­ 
tution.” 
He said that although a beard 
was not specifically named in 
the Constitution, it was a logi­ 
cal extension of the individual 
liberties it sets forth. 
Lennard 
also 
ruled 
the 
SCRTD argument that the bus 
system’s image would be dam­ 
aged was only speculative and 
that there was no experience of 
passenger reaction to bearded 
drivers. 
Oliver must now be rein­ 
stated with the year’s back pay 
he lost.

But when flight en­ 
gineer Jess Wallach observed 
what appeared to be a slight

flap test, pilot Jack Waddell 
decided to cut the flight short. 
The flight lasted one hour and 
16 minutes. 
“ We don’t have a problem, 
but I’m coming in for prudent 
reasons,” Waddell said. 
During a post flight news 
conference, Waddell said the 
trouble which occurred when 
the flaps were set at a normal 
30 degree landing position did 
not appear during tests after 
the plane had landed. 
He said the problem did not 
bother the plane’s handling and 
added that if a similar incident 
occurred 
during 
a 
regular 
commercial 
flight 
it 
would 
probably go undetected. The 
jumbo 
will 
seat up to 490 
persons. 
It is expected to go into 
commercial use in about a year. 
The pilot said about 50 per 
cent of the objectives of the 
maiden

were

test control usually asks for 
“ three times more than we can 
do.”

As the number of holes in­ 
crease the chances of a spill 
— whether it be by human er­ 
ror or an "act of God” — in­ 
crease. The only way to pre­ 
vent them is not to drill. 


Let me say one thing furth­ 
er 
Even not considering the 
havoc wrought by this major 
disaster I am convinced that ex­ 
perience in the last year since 
the Federal leases were made 
has shown that oil development 
and our present environment 
cannot exist together — again 
it must be one or the other. 


During the summer we had a 
"minor” spill from a federal 
lease which soaked a part of the 
Cabrillo beach area in oil and 
caused serious loss to motels 
through damage to rugs due, not 
only to oil being tracked in but 
also in loss of business. We 
have nad numerous other re­ 
ports of added oil in the waters 
caused by either the platforms 
or vessel activity and this will 
increase if drilling is permit­ 
ted to continue.

Moving to another country can be an 
unsettling experience until the unfamiliar 
becomes 
the 
familiar and “ cultural 
shock” has fadea into acceptance of 
another way of life, other customs. 
Mr. and Mrs. James Kimball, form­ 
erly of Lompoc, were transferred in 
January to Italy, where Kimball, a Civil 
Service employee, was reassigned to 
work on an Air Force aircraft overhall 
program at Milan Malfensa International 
Airport. 
Eve Kimball, formerly with Central 
Coast Realty, writes of her experiences 
with humor and pathos. 
Arriving in Genoa “ in some of the 
worst weather Europe has had in 15 
years . . . we were taken to an unheat­ 
ed baggage room where our luggage 
was put on a conveyor belt and the fa- 
tigue-drugged passengers numbly tried to 
assemble what was theirs. Someone hand­ 
ed Jim a torn piece of paper with a mes­ 
sage from our sponsor to proceed north 
in the bus that TWA was providing.” 
“ The bus was unheated. We charged off 
into a world of ice, fog and snow-cover­ 
ed foliage — there were 18 inches of 
snow on the ground. The ‘autostradas’ 
were deserted except for snow plows and 
trucks. We were all hungry; we tried to 
sleep.” 


“ Suddenly, the bus stopped in front of 
the TWA ticket office in Milan. Swarms 
of porters arrived from nowhere and 
started throwing our luggage into the 
dirty slush on the pavement.” 
“ We objected — we were torn between 
the desire to join the mass stampede 
to the sanitary facilities and the neces­ 
sity to watch the luggage piled in mounds 
on the street. Although our orders and 
tickets read ‘MalpensaAirport,’we were 
being dumped 35 miles from there.” 
“ So we took a cab to Gallarate, 30 
miles away. They had lost Jim ’s hat at 
Milan and my new light blue suitcase 
had a corner cracked off.” 
“ When we arrived at the Hotel Com- 
mercio in Gallarate, they opened the 
restaurant during siesta time for us — 
an unheard of courtesy. We had two bot­ 
tles of vino, some of the best spaghet­ 
ti I ever ate and a filet mignon.” 
“ We were so exhausted that we fell 
asleep immediately after being ushered 
to a clean, clean room. Next morning, 
Jim departed for work. He loves his 
job, but he was confronted with a night­ 
mare of delinquent everythings!”

She continues: “ There are three fam­ 
ilies from Cape Kennedy, Fla., and one 
from Wright - Patterson AFB, Dayton, 
Ohio.

The reason is that this is a 
new operation and no guidelines have been 
established.” 
“ The gals from Florida arrive din cot­ 
ton dresses, with one medium-weight coat 
. . . but the Dayton gal was suitably 
dressed. I had dragged out the garments 
I had worn there 11 years ago, so we 
were dressed warmly enough.” 
“ The children sat apathetically playing 
cards and mothers sat with them trying 
to keep them from murdering each 
other. Some of them had been cooped 
up in the hotel for two weeks. They all 
are amazingly good, but there are limits 
to which children will tolerate.” 
“ The women were stranded in the ho­ 
tel, along with 12 young men who turned 
out to be pilots from Morrocco. They 
caused some embarrassment by speak­ 
ing perfect English and after they had 
been discussed quite openly.” 
“ Also there were three representa­ 
tives from a Dutch electronics firm. One 
of them was Chinese - educated in In­ 
dia by Irish Catholic missionaries, pres­ 
ently based in London with his German 
wife. His command of languages was 
phenomenal. He and Jim conversed in 
Chinese, which Jim learned 33 years 
ago. ” 
Mrs. Kimball told of the try? to 
Aviono AFB five hours away to obtain 
I.D. cards and drivers licenses. “ Six of 
us were sent in a station wagon allot­ 
ted to us by the motor pool in Aviono. 
It is a nine-passenger Ford 1963 with 
about 150,000 miles on it. It has led a 
hard life, with sketchy maintenance.

Visibility was most­ 
ly zero due to fog. Many of the streets 
in Gallarate have no sidewalks; pedestri­ 
ans have no rights. Many of the small 
car owners seem to get their ‘kicks’ 
out of grazing the coats of unwary pedes­ 
trians.” 
Eve “ prowled around Gallarate” and 
ate snails for the first time. “ Consid­ 
ering those delicious little things I have 
nurdered with snail bait, I am ashamed 
e say that I found them divine. It was 
cusidered hilarious that I had never 
«ted them. The chef picked the biggest 
ones I have ever seen and stuffed them 
with chopped mussels sauted in white 
wine with garlic and parsely, then broil­ 
ed them with butter. The manager, chef 
and the rest of the staff all peeked 
around the kitchen corner to see how the 
masterpiece was received. Even if I had 
not liked them, I wouldn’t have disap­ 
pointed those lovely people by showing 
distaste.” 
“ I have eaten picketed octopus and 
mussles, marinated in a sort of vine­ 
gar and oil dressing, pickled tripe, red 
lettuce, and a host of vegetables and 
fish I never knew existed. 1 found them 
all delicious. Food is plentiful and in­ 
expensive by our standards.” 
“ 1 do not need digestion pills here. I 
think it is because they do not use ar­ 
tificial preservatives or anything on the 
meats to hasten the aging or curing pro* 
cess. The native wines are plentiful and 
cheap. They are too delicate for ex­ 
port and they vary from town to town. 
She concluded, “ We are so near Swit­ 
zerland that the supermarket has a whole 
section of the most intriguing cheeses 
from everywhere in the world. A little 
package of local goat cheese — some- 
thng like cream cheese, only tastier — 
costs 16 cents American.” 
“ The delicatessens are fascinating. 
Everything is decorated with edible garrv- 
ish and everything I have tried has been 
as good as it looks.”

knew of the ambitious 
escape attempt. 
The tunnel diggers first had 
to 
penetrate 
11 
inches 
of 
concrete floor before reaching 
dirt 
underneath. 
The deter­ 
mined prisoners cut a 12-by-14 
inch hole in the concrete and 
then widened the shaft to three 
feet. 
The prisoners continued their 
excavation undetected until the 
shaft reached a depth of 10 feet, 
where the project met disaster. 
Salt water from nearby San 
Francisco 
Bay 
seeped 
in, 
making further tunneling impos­ 
sible. 
The tunnel was sealed over 
with a cement-like mixture and 
painted to look like the rest of 
the 
floor. 
It 
was 
finally 
discovered Thursday during a 
routine 
inspection, 
when 
guards tapped the floor and 
heard a hollow sound. 
The prisoners’ patchwork was 
so effective, however, it took 
prison workers 40 minutes us­ 
ing a jack hammer to reopen the 
original hole.

Stage sex is sad 


The American theater is currently exploring a freedom it has 
not known before — if appearing before an audience without 
any clothes on can be counted an advancement in artistic ex­ 
pression. 
The word, it should be noted, is “ exploring” not “ enjoying.” 
Why are we, asks New York Times theater critic Walter 
Kerr, in our new visual and psychic freedoms on the stage, so 
dreadfully, laboriously humorless? Why are we so serious about 
sex and why do we dislike it so much? 
In virtually all of the recent uninhibited plays, he points 
out, sex and nudity are associated with dirt, disease, blood- 


shed and death. The same attitude, he thinks, is reflected 
in the stage’s current infatuation with four-letter words, which 
are only reverse euphemisms designed to degrade, mock and 
sneer at the human body and its natural functions. 


It is the last Puritanism, he wonders — “ the ultimate, utter­ 
ly candid exposure of sex for the ghastly thing it is?” 
Perhaps, after they get through showing us the ghastliness 
of it all, playwrights will give us an encore and, as Kerr hopes, 
relax and rediscover the fun of it all, even if their characters 
must wear clothes to do it. 
Female boat rocker 


Never underestimate the power of a woman to rock the mas­ 
culine boat —and, usually, et away with it. 
The woman in this case is Mrs. Shirley Chisholm, newly 
elected congresswoman from Brooklyn’s Bedford-Stuyvesant 
area who politely but firmly rejected assignment to the House 
Agriculture Committee. She rightly reasoned that the post had 
no relevance to the interests of her constituents. About the 
only things that grow in Mrs. Chisholm’s district, one of the 
nation’s most monstrous slums, are that Erooklyn tree and 
covertly tended marijuana patches. 
No matter how right her reasons, her defiance of tradi­ 
tion in a trad it ion-encrusted institutuion such as the House, 
where freshmen are expected silently, if not always grateful­ 
ly, to accept the crumbs brushed their way, amounts to heresy. 
Nevertheless, 
Mrs. 
Chisholm not only made her point 
but apparently is going to get her way. The Democratic lead­ 
ership agreed to reconsider her request for an assignment 
with some bearing on urban problems. 
The incident may not have gotten her off on the right foot 
with her congressional colleagues, but it should put her one 
leg up on a spot in the feminine hall of fame.

And witnout too mucn strain, it also may have something to 
say about the business that has kept Congress in the news col­ 
umns during the doldrum weeks at the start of a new session 
and new administration — the pay raise senators and represen­ 
tatives are permitting themselves to be given. 


The brickbats tossed at Congress on this matter by economy- 
obsessed critics have generally been of the penny-wise, 
pound-foolish variety. In principle, there should be no objec­ 
tion to adequate compensation for the men and women charg­ 
ed with making representative government in the world’s 
greatest nation work. As so often pointed out, the going rates 
are far higher on the outside, in business, entertainment and 
professional sports. And if everyone is not fully agreed that 
running the government 
is as important as reaching the 
Super Bowl, at least it’s a four-season job. 


But for their money, the taxpayers have the right to demand 
a job well done. If the treatment accorded Mrs. Chisholm is any 
indication of how well Congress goes about organizing its own 
house for serious business, it raises the question of how serious 
it is about the business of representative government.

disaster. 
Any television viewer 
can deduce the money 
loss the networks will 
suffer by just watch­ 
ing the commercials 
on any late, late show. 
Quite frankly, we consider the action 
of the FCC as being rather bold. As 
we all know the reason for the decision 
is a simple one: they believe that cig- 
grettes can kill you! 
Well now, if we are going to go on the 
assumption 
that 
anything that kills 
you can’t be shown or talked about over 
the nation's air waves, we are being 
rather preposterous and 
ought to just 
junk the whole business of broadcasting. 
For example, the greatest advertiser 
on television today is the automoble 


industry. Nobody is going to deny that 
automobiles kill. In fact, there are far 
more deaths in a vehicle than in a bed 
from cancer or emphysema.

Another massive advertiser on air 
TV networks, of course, are the manu­ 
facturers of that sudsy stuff known as 
beer. “ Hamms the beer refreshing,” 
we are sure, would be more than re­ 
freshing if consumed in enormous quan­ 
tities. 
Taking this whole matter further, what 
about the television fare itself? Shouldn’t 
all dramas leading to a death and how 
the character died, be banned if the FCC 
is so concerned about protecting the 
public from death? This would, we are 
sure, eliminate all day-time soap operas, 
cowboy shows and the police dramas — 
leaving comedy alone! 
We know cigarettes are hazardous to- 
our health, it says so right on the pack­ 
age. 
President Nixon, a non-smoker, says 
he will study the FCC’s recent action, 
and have a statement soon.

W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Nixon’s job 


Friend says he wouldn’t criticize his 
wife's culinary* efforts. It’s just that 
when she cooks a meal, nothing tastes 
better. 


WASHINGTON — Those gently cautious 
sm iles on the men around President 
Nixon reflect the belief that, in public 
opinion 
at 
least, 
everything is coming 
up roses for the new 
administration. 
They 
ascribe a lot of the 
successful 
look 
to 
television 
and 
the 
mastery of the med­ 
ium 
their 
man has 
achieved. 
The transformation worked via the tube 
in eight years is one of the prime rea­ 
sons, as the Nixon managers see it, 
that he is where he is today. The formu­ 
la is not so much Marshall McLuhan’s 
“The Medium Is the Message” as it is 
the setting is the message. 
While the sophisticates scoffed at the 
Nixon TV spectacular last December 
when in Ed Sullivan style he presented 
the members of his cabinet Herb Klein 
and the other communicators cite this 
as a triumph that set the tone for the 
presidency. With an audience estimated 
at 65,000,000, 
possibly only once be­ 
fore did a president or a president-elect 
command so many viewers. 
Again when the President swore in the 
cabinet on television, the setting con­ 
veyed the majestic mood and the high 
import of a ceremony ordinarily rou­ 
tine and perfunctory. Nixon played up the 
history of the moment. Not often does 
a TV producer have Chief Justice Earl 
Warren as second man. 
The transformation began during the 
campaign when candidate Nixon devoted 
most of his huge television budget to 
regional panel programs. In a relaxed 
and easy manner he answered questions 
put to him by members of carefully 
hand-picked panels. Over a hookup of a 
half-dozen stations the questions tended 
to stress regional and local problems 
of immediate concern to voters in the 
area. The shrewd advertising and public 
relations people handling his campaign 
were delighted with the response to this 
formula. 
The 
Administration 
is planning to 
make extensive use of television. Cur­ 
rent planning calls for sending cabinet 
members around the country to talk 
on regional hookups sim ilar to those 
put together in the campaign. They will 
respond to questions about regional prob­ 
lem s. This is in accord with the Presi­ 
dent’s suggestion in his inaugural ad­ 
dress that his Administration would 
stress “those small, splendid efforts 
that 
make headlines in the neighbor­ 
hood newspaper instead of the national 
journal.” 
The background of the transformation 
of the televised Nixon from the over­ 
confident, even aggressive, 
candidate 
of 1960 to the friendly man in your own 
neighborhood with common-sense ans­ 
wers to today’s problems is told in “ The 
Image Candidates” by Gene Wyckoff. 
Written by a television producer who 
worked in the ’60 campaign and in build­ 
ing up other candidates, the book re­ 
veals just what can be done with the 
new medium to win voters quite apart 
from 
the individual’s views or abili­ 
ties. For late comers to the television 
era “ The Image Candidates” is some­ 
thing of a shocker. 
In 1960 Nixon was not with it. He 
walked into the first debate with John 
F . Kennedy ill-prepared both on the tech­ 
nical, image side and on the give-and- 
take of issues. As a consequence, he 
was clobbered, and that first disaster 
— when he looked like one of the FBI’s 
10 most-wanted men — was a handicap 
he never overcame. 
According to Wyckoff, he didn’t really 
understand what had happened. This is 
surprising, since he himself had made 
such an amazingly effective use of tele­ 
vision in his famous checkers broad­ 
cast when he was the vice-presidential 
candidate in 1952. 
During the weeks that followed the 
debate the television goal was to build 
up the Nixon image, while he kept say­ 
ing, “ Just let me go on and talk to the 
people.” 
Toward the end of the campaign Wyck­ 
off and the TV specialists had ready for 
use two still-picture image films of five 
minutes each for saturation use. They 
combined all the techniques of swiftly 
changing photo montage and voices dub­ 


bed in, with emphasis on Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower giving his warm blessing to his 
friend and protege. Building up the sus­ 
pense was background music with what 
in the business is known as the sting 
upbeat. This is a technique introduced 
by the director of the successful film, 
“ High Noon.” The music coordinated 
with each film frame rises to a crescen­ 
do that grips the viewer. 
With the films and with TV time pre* 
empted, a prolonged dispute broke out 
among Nixon’s advisors over whether 
time 
costing 
millions 
of 
dollars 
should be used for this purpose. Nixon 
himself finally prevailed, 
reiterating 
that he preferred to talk to the people 
straight. Wyckoff 
feels this may have 
been a critical error in a hair-line elec- 


tion. 
Nixon wrote in 
“Six Crises” : 
“ I believe that I spent too much time 
in the last campaign on substance and 
too little on appearance; I paid too much 
attention to what I was going to say and 
too little to how I would look . . . one 
bad camera angle on television can have 
far more effect on the election outcome 
than 
a 
major 
mistake in writing a 
speech which is then picked ip and crit­ 
icized by columnists and editorial writ­ 
e rs .” 
This is the lesson he is applying sc 
assiduously.

Another mans view 


There is an engineer hereabouts who 
has enough longevity in the Lompoc Val­ 
ley to be a charter member of the His­ 
torical Society. He claims that in so far 
as the populace goes, some of the more 
important ingredients which played dom­ 
inant roles in helping to create the great 
flood of Jan. 25 are little known and 
even less understood. 
Naturally, 
the pro­ 
blem 
sprang from 
the 
heavy 
rainfall 
initially, 
but 
from 
that point it got out 
of 
hand 
in 
an 
un­ 
precedented 
manner 
and 
the 
same thing 
will 
happen again 
unless 
some 
pre­ 
ventive 
maintenance 
is 
forthcoming, 
he 
says. 
Our engineer associate suggests that 
any one who is of a mind and has an 
interest should take a ride to Ocean Park 
and critically observe what they see. 
He asks that particular attention be paid 
to the roads and housing and other fa­ 
cilities located within Ocean Park prop­ 
er. 
“ Interestingly, 
there was no flood­ 
ing below the Surf 
bridge on the south 
side of the river and only a little on 
the north side. That's evidenced by the 
lack of debris and the undamaged park,” 
he notes. 
It’s the opinion of our engineer accom­ 
plice that the reason Ocean Park fared 
so well is that the raging river had an 
open shot right through a goughed-out 
channel and into the world's biggest res­ 
ervoir — once the water and debris got 
past Surf bridge. 
He says there were four major rea­ 
sons why the lower valley flooded. Two 
of these were the FCI and Surf bridges. 
The third was the salt water barrier at 
the Surf bridge and the fourth was the 
fact that the river channel had not been 


properly cleared to allow free flow oi 
the water. 
Our informed associate bases his de­ 
ductions on observations taken during 
and subsequent to the flooding. 
“ The 
two bridges, 
being of the type of con­ 
struction which hindered the flow oi 
water and debris, eventually were pack­ 
ed tight with debris and thence trans­ 
formed into dams which diverted the 
water from the river channel into the 
lowlands causing damage to lands and 
buildings,” he said. 


The salt water barrier also made a 
major contribution to the overall flood­ 
ing problem. The barrier is a man-made 
steel sheet framework that extends 50- 
feet down. It was constructed in 1940 
with the good intentions of keeping the 
salty 
ocean 
away 
from 
the under­ 
ground plain of fresh water which sup­ 
plies the valley. However, officials now 
say the project was not properly engi­ 
neered because the alluvian there is 
about 150 feet deep and as a consequence 
the value of the barrier is questionable. 
Our interested engineer says the bar­ 
rier itself raises the river channel there 
almost ten feet higher than it should be 
and as a result partially arrests the 
flow of water forcing it to spill out of 
the channel and into the lowlands. 
He also raises some doubts as to the 
wisdom of the operation of Cachumadam 
as regards the release of water but he 
says most of that problem stems from 
the fact that there was no marriage be­ 
tween flood control and water conser­ 
vation when the dam was built back in 
1953. 
The dam now being proposed for Lom­ 
poc would marry these two important 
features and in addition provide rec­ 
reation for thousands of people. 
That’s one man’s view, but we hadn’t 
heard it before and thought we would 
pass it along for your consideration and 
evaluation.
